LEGISLATIVE HISTORY 


INTRODUCTION 


With the adjournment of the 84th Congress the Committee on 
Public Works left behind it an outstanding record of legislative en- 
actments which, without doubt, is the most important program of 
public works that has ever come from the committee during any ses- 
sion of the Congress. Herewith is a report of the committee’s ac- 
tivities of the 84th Congress. 

On January 25, 1955, the full committee held its first legislative 
meeting. From that date through July 25, 1956, there were 72 
meetings of the full committee and 93 meetings of the subcommit- 
tees, for a total of 165 meetings. 

Six hundred and twenty-one bills and resolutions were referred to 
the committee for consideration, resulting in 61 public laws and 1 
private law. Six legislative proposals which were considered and 
reported by the committee were approved by the House and Senate 
but were vetoed by the President. 

In addition, the committee adopted 74 river and harbor resolutions 
and 65 flood-control resolutions. These resolutions authorized re- 
view survey studies by the Corps of Engineers, Department of the 
Army, that will ultimately result in project reports submitted to 
Congress if the projects are found worthy and are approved by the 
Board of Engineers for Rivers and Harbors and the Chief of Engi- 
neers. 

The committee also approved 141 post-office and Federal-office 
buildings for construction under the Lease-Purchase Act (Public Law 
519, 83d Cong.), involving a total estimated cost of $753,040,994. 
Of this number 88, at a total estimated cost of $516,532,540, carried 
Budget approval; 22, at a total estimated cost of $11,662,954, were 
revised projects with Budget approval; and 31, at a total estimated 
cost of $224,845,500, were approved subject to Budget approval. 
The projects approved subject to Budget action were subsequently 
cleared by Budget. 

Extensive hearings were held in both the first and second sessions on 
proposals to provide Federal aid for a vastly expanded highway pro- 
gram and on important amendments to the Water Pollution Control 
Aet.. Lengthy hearings were held in the second session on survey 
reports submitted by the Chief of Engineers, covering recommended 
projects for river and harbgr, flood-control, and beach-erosion im- 
provements. 

Following is a list of measures considered and approved by the 
committee and enacted into law. This list is followed by a sync psis 
of the provisions of six major enactments of national interest and 
effect and a list of lease-purchase public buildings projects approved 
by the committee in the 84th Congress.

FEDERAL-AID HIGHWAY ACT OF 1956 
(Public Law 627) 


Section 102 authorizes for the Federal-aid primary and secondary 
systems and extensions thereof within urban areas the following: 
$125 million additional for fiscal year 1957 
$850 million for fiscal year 1958 
$875 million for fiscal year 1959 
(Matching for the above categories is on the 50-50 basis.) 
Section 108 provides authorizations for the Interstate System for 
a 13-year period beginning July 1, 1956, and ending June 30, 1969, 
as follows:

Other authorizations are provided as follows: 
$30 million for each of the fiscal years 1958 and 1959 for forest 
highways. 
$27 million for each of the fiscal years 1958 and 1959 for forest 
development roads and trails. 
$16 million for each of the fiscal years 1958 and 1959 for roads 
and trails in national parks, monuments, and other areas admin- 
istered by the National Parks Service. 
$16 million for each of the fiscal years 1958 and 1959 for 
parkways. 
$12 million for each of the fiscal years 1958 and 1959 for Indian 
reservations roads and bridges, and for roads and bridges to pro- 
vide access to Indian reservations and Indian lands. 
$2 million for each of the fiscal years: 1958 and 1959 for public 
lands highways. 

The law provides for participation by Alaska in the apportionments 
of funds authorized int he act, or hereafter authorized, for expenditure 
on the Federal-aid primary and secondary systems and extensions 
thereof in urban areas. The inclusision of Alaska in the Federal-aid 
highway program is subject to certain limitations. 

: = summary of the other provisions of the law, by sections, is as 
ollows: 


Section 108. National system of interstate and defense highways 


This section changes the name of the “‘National System of Interstate 
Highways”’ to the ‘‘National System of Interstate and Defense High- 
ways,” which is referred to in the act as the “Interstate System.” 
It declares the intent of Congress that the Interstate System be com- 
pleted as nearly as practicable over a 13-year period. 

The additional sum authorized for 1957 is to be apportioned imme- 
diately upon enactment of the act. The sums authorized for the

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fiscal years 1958 and 1959 are to ge apportioned at least 6 months, but 
not more than 12 months, in advance of the beginning of the fiscal year 
for which authorized. The sums authorized for the subsequent years 
are to be apportioned on a date as far in advance of the beginning of 
the fiscal year for which authorized as practicable but in no case more 
than 18 months. 

The existing apportionment formula is to be used in the apportion- 
ments for 1957, 1958, and 1959. For each of the remaining 10 vears, 
the funds will be apportioned, under a cost-of-completion formula, in 
the ratio which the estimated cost of completing the Interstate System 
in each State bears to the estimated total cost of completing the 
Interstate System in all of the States, based on periodic revised esti- 
mates which shall be subject to review by Congress. No apportion- 
ment for any of the remaining 10 years is to be made until the estimate 
of costs applicable for purposes of such apportionment has been 
approved by the Senate and House of Representatives by concurrent 
resolution. 

This section provides for 90-10 Federal-State matching, with the 
existing sliding scale for the public-lands States retained but subject 
to a maximum Federal contribution of 95 percent. The sums appor- 
tioned shall be available for expenditure for 2 years after the close of 
the fiscal year for which authorized. Any amount unexpended at 
the end of such period shall lapse and shall be immediately reappor- 
tioned among the other States. 

If any State has obligated all of the interstate funds apportioned to 
it and, subsequent to the date of enactment of the act, proceeds to 
construct additional projects on the Interstate System without the 
use of Federal funds but in accordance with all procedures and require- 
ments applicable to the interstate projects, the Secretary of Com- 
merce is authorized to pay the Federal share of the cost of such 
projects whenever additional funds are apportioned to the State. 

The geometric aud construction standards for the Interstate Sys- 
tem shall be approved by the Secretary of Commerce in cooperation 
with the State highway departments and shall be adequate to accom- 
modate traffic forecast for the year 1975. 

Apportionment of interstate funds to any State is prohibited if such 
State permits the Interstate System to be used by vehicles with 
weight in excess of 18,000 pounds per axle, or a tandem axle weight 
in excess of 32,000 pounds, or with an overall gross weight in excess 
of 73,280 pounds, or a width in excess of 96 inches, or the corres- 
ponding maximum weights or widths permitted under State laws or 
regulations in effect on July 1, 1956, whichever is greater. The pro- 
hibition does not affect any vehicles that could be lawfully operated 
on July 1, 1956. It directs the Secretary of Commerce to expedite a 
series of tests by the Highway Rencarch Bots on maximum desirable 
dimensions and weights, and to report to Congress by March 1, 1959. 

The limit on the mileage which may be designated on the Interstate 
System is increased by 1,000 miles (from 40,000 to 41,000 miles). 
The additional 1,000 miles shall be excluded in making the estimates 
of cost for completing the Interstate System. 


Section 109. Acquisition of rights-of-way for Interstate System 

Subject to certain prescribed conditions, this section authorizes the 
Secretary of Commerce, when requested by a State, to acquire 
rights-of-way, including control of access, for the Interstate System. 
Such rights-of-way would be later deeded back to the States. When- 
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ever rights-of-way on the Interstate System are required over the 
public Taide of the United States, the Secretary of Commerce may 
make necessary arrangements with the agency having jurisdiction 
for rights-of-way and control of access. 


Section 110. Availability of funds to acquire rights-of-way and to make 
advances to the States 

To facilitate the acquisition of rights-of-way in a most expeditious 
and economical manner, this section authorizes the Secretary of Com- 
merce to make the apportioned Federal-aid funds available for acqui- 
sition of rights-of-way in anticipation of construction which is to 
follow within 5 years. This section also provides for making advances 
to a State to enable it to make prompt payments for construction as it 
progresses or to purchase the needed rights-of-way. 
Section 111. Relocation of utility facilities 


This section authorizes the use of Federal funds to reimburse a 
State, in the Federal pro rata share, for the cost of relocation of 
utility facilities necessitated by the construction of a project on any 
of the Federal-aid systems, sighing the Interstate System, whenever 
the State shall pay for such cost. Federal funds shall not be appor- 
tioned to any State if the payment to the utility violates the law of 
the State or a legal contract between the utility and the State. 


Section 112. Agreements relating to the use of and access to rights-of-way 

This section provides that agreements between the Secretary of 
Commerce and the State highway departments for interstate projects 
shall contain a clause providing for no additional points of access to, 
or exit from, the project without prior approval of the Secretary. 
Such agreements shall also contain a clause precluding automotive 
service stations or other commercial establishments from being con- 
structed or located on the rights-of-way. The agreements may, 
however, permit a State to use the airspace above or below the 
established gradeline of the highway pavement for the parking of 
motor vehicles if such use does not interfere with the free flow of 
traffic on the Interstate System. 


Section 113. Toll roads, bridges, and tunnels 


To promote the development of an integrated Interstate System, 
the Secretary of Commerce is authorized to approve as part of the 
Interstate System any toll road, bridge, or tunnel, now or hereafter 
constructed which meets the requirements. It authorizes funds under 
this act or prior acts to be available for expenditure, subject to certain 
conditions, on projects approaching any toll road, bridge, or tunnel. 


Section 114. Determination of policy with respect to reimbursement for 
certain highways 

This section declares the intent and policy on the part of Congress 
to determine whether or not the Federal Government should equitably 
reimburse any State for toll or free highways constructed during a 
specified period to the required standards, and to submit a report to 
Congress within 10 days stibsequent to January 2, 1958. 
Section 115. Prevailing rate of wage 

This section directs the Secretary of Commerce to take such action 
as may be necessary to insure that the Davis-Bacon Act is applied to 


interstate ee Under this provision, the wages shall not be 
less than those prevailing on the same type of work on similar con- 
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struction in the immediate locality as determined by the Secretary 
of Labor. 

In carrying out this section, the Secretary of Labor is required to 
consult with the State highway departments and to give due regard 
to the information thus obtained in making his predetermination of 
the minimum wages to be paid. 


Section 116. Declarations of policy with respect to Federal-aid highway 
program 

This section declares the policy of Congress regarding acceleration 
of the Federal-aid highway program and completion of the Interstate 
System. It directs the Secretary of Commerce to submit a progress 
report to Congress by February 1, 1959. 

This section requires that any State highway department submit- 
ting plans for a Federal-aid highway project involving the bypassing 
of, or going through, any city, town, or village, either incorporated 
or unincorporated, to certify to the Commissioner of Public Roads 
that it has had public hearings, or has afforded the opportunity for 
such hearings, and has considered the economic effects of the location. 
A transcript of such hearings is to be submitted to the Commissioner 
of Public Roads, together with the certification. 

This section also contains a declaration of policy to encourage the 
participation of small-business enterprises in the construction of the 
Federal-aid highway systems, including the Interstate System. It 
provides that the Secretary of Commerce should assist, insofar as 
feasible, small-business enterprises in obtaining contracts In connection 
with the program. 

Section 117. Highway safety study 

This section authorizes and directs the Secretary of Commerce to 
make a full and complete investigation and study for the purpose of 
determining what action can be taken by the Federal Government. to 
increase highway safety, and to submit a report to Congress by 
March 1, 1959. 


Section 118. Emergency fund 

This section increases the present $10 million annual emergency 
fund authorization to $30 million for the repair and reconstruction of 
highways and bridges on the Federal-aid systems damaged by disaster. 
The funds authorized would be available for any project programed 
and approved during the fiscal year 1956 and thereafter. 


Section 119. Definition of “construction” 

This section broadens the definition of the term “construction” 
to include the establishment of temporary and permanent geodetic 
markers in accordance with the specifications of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. 

Section 120. Archeological and paleontological salvage 

This section permits Federal funds to be used for archeological and 
paleontological salvage in compliance with the act approved June 8, 
1906, and State laws where applicable. 

Section 121. Mapping 

This section provides that the Secretary of Commerce may, wher- 
ever practicable, authorize the use of photogrammetric methods in 
mapping and the utilization of commercial enterprise for such services.

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WATER POLLUTION CONTROL AMENDMENTS OF 1956 
(Public Law 660) 


This law strengthens and extends the Water Pollution Control Act 
of 1948. It reemphasizes the policy of the Congress to recognize, 
preserve, and protect the primary rights and responsibilities of the 
States in controlling water pollution. Funds are authorized for re- 
search, inve stigations, training, and information programs, and finan- 
cial assistance is provided to States and Territories to assist them in 
meeting the cost of establishing water-pollution-control measures. 
In addition, it provides, for the first time, financial assistance to 
States, cities, and municipalities for construction of sewage-treatment 
works. Fifty million dollars annually is authorized to be appro- 
priate ‘d for this purpose, with a maximum of $500 million for 10 years. 
— Federal grant for any project will be 30 percent of total cost, or 

250,000, whichever is the smaller. The measure provides that 50 
percent of the funds must be used for communities with less than 
125,000 population. The Second Supplemental Appropriation Act 
of 1957 carries a $50 million appropriation for the start of this program.

SMALL FLoop-ConrTrRoL PRoJEcTS 
(Public Law 685) 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Army to allot not to exceed $10 
million in any | fiscal year for construction of small flood-control 
projects not specifically authorized by law when, in the opinion of the 
Chief of Engineers, such work is warranted, with not more than 
$400,000 to be allotted for any single locality. Will permit immediate 
construction of flood-protective works in many areas which might 
otherwise be unduly delayed awaiting the usual detailed survey and 
authorization process. 


FEDERAL PARTICIPATION IN PROTECTION OF PRivare As WELL As 
PuBLic SHORE PROPERTY 


(Public Law 826) 


Extends the policy of Federal participation in the construction of 
shore-protection measures to shores of privately owned property under 
certain circumstances, as well as the shores of publicly owned prop- 
erty. Also clarifies existing policy with respect to periodic placement 
of sandfills, and eliminates the presently unnecessary seawall proviso. 


Hurricane DaMaGE Stupy 


(Public Law 71) 


Authorizes Chief of Engineers to make an examination and survey, 
together with the United States Weather Bureau and other agencies, 
along the coastal and tidal areas of the Eastern and Southern United 
States to secure data on movement of hurricanes, forcasting their 
paths, and investigating possible structures improvement which may 
be provided to prevent loss of life and property damages during the 
occurrence of hurricanes.
